ments in the Gunnr^s case indicate 
that Mrs. Belle Gunness -celebrated 
Christmas, 1906, by killing four peo- 
ple—perhaps on the same night—and 
burying them in the same grave. This 
startling theory was advanced follow- 
ing an autopsy made of two unidenti- 
fied skeletons by Drs. George R. Os- 
born and F. T. Wilcox, who showed 
positively that one of the skeletons 
hitherto thought to be that of a man 
is that of a woman. It came from the 
grave in which four bodies, including 
that of Jennie Olsen, were found 


All of the four dismembered bodies 


were in the same stage of nonpreser- 
vation, and, coupling the story of 
Emil Greening, a former hired man, 
now lining in Oklahoma City, Okla., 
and the known facts about the dis- 
appearance of (John 0. Moe, it appears 
that Jennie Olsen, Moe and a musical 
professor and his wife were all mur- 
dered at Christmas time, 1906. 


The last seen of Moe was Christmas, 


1906, 
which he spent at the-Gunness 


farm, where it is practically certain 
that he was murdered. Jennie Olsen's 
disappearance "with a professor 
and 


his wife, who were going to take her 
to California," according to Mrs. Gun- 
ness, has been placed at the same time, 
the exact date being uncertain. 


Greening, in statements made in 


Oklahoma City, has stated that a man 
and a woman, whose voice sounded 
like a man's, and who he suspected 
was a man dressed in woman's cloth- 
ing, were at the Gunness house the 
last night 'he saw Jennie Olsen alive. 
Greening was told to sleep in the barn 
that night, and the next day he was 
told that Jennie had gone with the 
strangers. 


It is known that Mrs. Gunness pre- 


pared for this slaughter weeks ahead. 
The grave in which the four bodies 
were found was dug two months ahead 
by Brjiski, a Polish laborer who did 
odd jobs for Mrs. Gunness. The pre- 
ceding October Mrs. Gunness was 
making a girl's dresses, and when 
asked by one of the neighbors what 
she was doing, said that the dresses 
were for Jennie Olsen, who was going 
away to school. It may be presumed 
from the shreds of evidence now in 
the possession of County 
Prosecutor 


Smith that Mrs. Gunness had plotted 
to kill three persons on this occasion 
—the so-called professor, his wife and 
Jennie Olsen—but Moe, with his $14,- 
500, 
arrived in answer to Mrs. Gun- 


ness's matrimonial advertisement just 
in time to join the party and to be 
killed and binied with the others. 


Men who uncovered this large grave 


with the four corpses say that each 
body had been butchered and disar- 
ticulated in the same manner. 


The autopsy held on the remains 


of the seven unidentified 
dead

President Dupont said he was 
illing to allow^ the arbitrators to de- 
ide all points to Le settled. The new 
esce move was made after contin- 
ed rioting today, in which cars were 
toned, passengers and crews injured, 
nd three cases dynamite 
exploded 


;nder cars, smashing the 
windows 


nd putting passengers into a panic. 
!everal persons, including two police- 
nen, were injured 
in these explo- 


ions. In spite of the large number 
f police on duty street car service to- 
ay was more irregular thau on Mon- 


day. 


Cleveland, May 19—A Broad street 


ar was partially destroyed by a dyna- 
mite torpedo last night. While 25 
jassengers were in the car, no one 


seriously injured. 
A panic fol- 


owed and a rush for the exits was 
made. 


A West Madison street car also was 
mag-?d by an explosion of powder 


tpon the track. The floor of the car 
was broken and one woman was se- 
verely hurt. 


The company succeeded in openi- 


ng all lines with tout a slightly im- 
paired service, considering the diffi- 
culties. 
While no special effort was 


nade to .send cars into the suburbs, 
yet in the city proper cars were rua 
on a grind average schedule of sine 
minutes. This is but four minutes be- 
ow normal. 
There was a marked decrease in tbe 


severi:y of the violence reported. In 
several instances car windows urerft 
>roken by stones, cars were stopped 
•md non-union crews were assaulted. 
Xo fatal injuries were reported.

Dupont would agree to arbitrate ev- 
erything he would call off the strike 
immediately and put the men back to 
work. This carried with it the prop- 
osition that the men be given thetr 
old jobs. 
To this DuponiTdenrarrea, 


saying that the men who refused 
to 


=trike would be given the preference. 
The m°n could not agree and a dead- 
lock resulted. When this i.oint was 
reached Dupont said 
he would do 


nothing until the 
employes stopped 


violence. 
Mahon said he would not 


agree to stop violence, as that would

mob and sympathizers. 


Mayor Johnson when appealed to.

DECEPTION IN REPORTS. 


Two Succeeding Reports of Same In- 


stitution Show Peculiar Differences. 
A comparison of the reports of the 


municipal electric light plant of Alle 
gbeny for the years 1904-05 and 1905-06 
reveals one of the most barefaced at 
tempts to deceive the public that ha: 
yet come to our notice. The managers 
of this plant had deemed it necessary 
to show a lower cost for street lights 
than was paid by the adjacent city o 
Pittsburg to a private company. Up 
to 1904-03 this had been accomplished 
by omitting the charges for -water 
lost taxes, part of the interest and 
some minor items and by charging on 
ly 5 per cent for depreciation. In tha 
year they showed a "cost" of §83.44 
At that time, however, the charg 
for street lights in Pittsburg was re 
duced from $90 to §70 a year. 


In order to meet this bona fide re 


duction on the part of the Pittsbur 
company the item of depreciation wa 
omitted from the next report of tb 
Allegheny plant, and a "cost" of $G3.G4 
was thus shown.
